I present  to  ^you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
cirmjmstances  of  the  Billesdon  Rural  District  for  the  year  1956, 

Again  I am  -glad  to  he  able  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  rural 
distrlet  continued  to  be  -good  as  is  evidenced  by  the  table  on  page  A,  The 
death  rate  remains  low,  at  9*^  per  1,000  as  against  11*7  Tor  the  whole 
Coimtry , . . 

Once  again  the  maternal  death  rate  has  been  ^NIL^  but  unfortunately, 
six  infants  imder  the  age  of  one  year  died  and  there  were  three  still  births. 
The  causes  of  the  infant  deaths  can  be  regairded  as  non-preventable  and  the 
rates  are  well  below  those  for  the  whole  Country, 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  once  again 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year.

Extensive  surveys  and  investigation  early  confirmed  my 
opinion  tha.t  a considerable  amount  of  v/ork  ' •'-uld  be  necessary  to 
improve  gradients  and  increase  the  depth  and'v/idth  of  the  river, 
Unfortimately,  legal  authority  to  proceed  ’.vith  the  vrork  could 
not  be  found  and  the  scheme  v/as  forwarded  to  the  Trent  River 
Board  together  Yr..th  an  urgent  appeal  that  the  Board 'should  adopt 
tho  r.ivc'c  Sence  as  a ’’mains  river"  and  implement  the  improvements 
at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Pail  closets  continue  to  be  eriiptied  weekly  and  cesspools  as 
regularly  as  possible  with  a six-vi/eekly  service  as  the  ta.rget. 

Petrol  rationing  tovnrds  the  end  of  the  year  slightly 
interrupted  the  service  but  on  31st,  December  one  cesspool  ei7p»tying 
vehicle  vns  removed  from  service  and  sold, 

A neviT  Karrier  Yorkshire  800  gadlon  vehicle  was  planed  on 

order. 
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The  grovrth  of  the  population  served-  by  a regular  v/eekly  collection 
of  refuse  from  7,862  to  an  estimated  13,690  on  31st,  December  1956  has 
produced  many  problems.  New  vehicles  have  been  necessary  and  every  care 
has  been  taken  to  ensure  that  they  v;ere  not  purchased  and  taken  into  use 
\intil  absolutely  necessary.  In  the  last  twelve  months  there  was  a 
populo-tion  increase  of  about  2,490  and  one  new  12  cubic  yard  side  loading 
ref xise  vehicle  was  acquired, 

Disposail  of  refuse  at  the  nev/ly  acquired  Skeffington  Tip  ywis  commenced. 
One  man  is  engaged  on  digging  away  the  soil  on  the  tip  bottom,  using  a 
Weatheriil  Hydraulic  vehicle.  Refuse  is  also  placed  in  position,  consolidated 
and  covered  by  the  use  of  this  vehicle. 

Unfortunately  the  ^^^ea.ther  vra.s  very  bad  during  the  first  fe\r  weeks  this 
tip  Y/as  in  operation  and  in  an  effort  to  avoid  the  construction  of  a costly 
access  road,  tipping  of  the  refuse  from  the  whole  district  reverted  to 
Burton  Oveiy,  The  consolidc.tion  and  control  of  refuse  v/hich  was  possible 
by  using’  the  Weatheriil  on  this  old  tip  enabled  a fire  which  had  been  burning 
for  a number  of  years-  to  be  extinguished. 

Although  no  accurate  check  sampling  has  taken  place  it  appears  quite 
clear  that  the  continued  increase  in  prepackaging  almost  all  domestic  goods, 
both  food  and  other, /ise,  is  resulting  in  an  increase  in  the  volume  of 
packaging-  material  deposited  in  the.  refuse. 

Also,  the  introduction  of  more  efficient  heating  appliances  is 
instrumental  in  providing  a smaller  cinder  content.
